Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  forty-eighth  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  East  Berks  United 
Sanitary  Districts. 

The  population  of  the  area  again  increased  by  6,280  since 
the  corresponding  period  last  year,  Easthampstead  Rural  District 
(including  Bracknell  New  Town)  increasing  by  3,110,  Wokingham 
Rural  by  1,200,  Maidenhead  Borough  by  970,  Windsor  Rural  by 
420,  Cookham  Rural  by  330  and  Wokingham  Borough  by  250. 

Live  births  in  the  area  as  a whole  increased  by  311,  the  cor- 
responding increase  in  deaths  being  only  80.  There  were  4 fewer 
still  births.  Infant  deaths  increased  by  8,  but,  even  so,  the  Infant 
Death  Rate  for  the  whole  area  is  only  17.5  per  1,000  live  births. 

Deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  increased  by  1,  giving 
the  very  low  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  Death  Rate  of  0.07. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Sixty-three  cases  were  notified  compared  with  305  in  1957. 
This  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  immunisation  campaign. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

One  hundred  and  fourteen  cases  were  notified,  chiefiy  in  the 
New  Town  of  Bracknell.  In  this  area  the  disease  started  towards 
the  end  of  October  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  it  had  assumed  the 
proportions  of  a small  epidemic.  The  cases  were  mild,  lastiiig  only 
a day  or  two,  and  in  many  of  them  the  rash  was  fleeting.  Two 
factors  have  contributed  to  its  spread.  First,  the  fact  that  some 
cases  have  been  so  mild  that  they  were  allowed  back  to  school 
without  consulting  a doctor.  Second,  a number  of  the  mothers 
go  out  to  work,  and  I suspect  that  children  are  sometimes  allowed 
to  go  to  school  when  not  quite  fit. 

POLIOMYELITIS. 

Ten  cases  of  paralytic  and  7 cases  of  non-paralytie  poliomye- 
litis were  notified. 

FOOD  POISONING. 

Twenty-three  cases  were  notified  compared  widi  9 in  1957. 
They  were  all  mild  cases. 

DYSENTERY. 

Two  hundred  and  forty-eight  cases  were  notified.  An  epi- 
demic started  in  a Maidenhead  school  in  October,  and  by  the 
time  we  were  first  notified,  it  had  quite  a good  hold.  Almost  at  the 
same  time  a small  epidemic  started  in  Cookham.  All  doctors  were 
asked  to  notify  to  me  every  case  of  diarrhoea  they  were  called  upon 
to  treat,  and  all  Head  Teachers  were  asked  to  inform  me  of  all 
children  off  with  ‘Tummy  upsets.’’  Every  case  was  visited  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  samples  taken.  About  half  the  cases 
proved  to  be  positive  to  shigella  sonnei.  Many  of  the  faecal 
samples  showed  the  fatty  acid  crystals  so  common  in  epidemic 
nausea.  Cases  were  still  being  notified  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


VITAL  STATISTICS  — 1957/1958. 
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Two  smaller  epidemics  occurred  in  mental  institutions  in  the 
Easthampstead  Rural  District.  In  the  first,  the  cases  were  treated 
with  tetracycline.  In  the  other,  succinyl  sulphathiazole  was  used — 
with  equally  good  results  at  much  less  cost.

BOROUGH  SURVEYOR'S  REPORT. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS. 

The  average  daily  dry  weather  flow  at  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  has  now  reached  about  1^  million  gallons,  exceeding  the 
design  capacity  of  the  works  as  extended  in  1957  by  about  35%. 
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The  Council  has  therefore  sought  and  obtained  the  approval 
of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  to  proceed  with 
further  extensions  of  the  works  involving  the  construction  of: — 

2 mechanically  scraped  sedimentation  tanks. 

4 percolating  filters. 

1 re -circulation  pumping  station. 

2 mechanically  scraped  humus  tanks. 

which  will  increase  the  design  capacity  to  1,900,000  gallons  pei* 
day  d.w.f. 

Tenders  for  the  work  will  shortly  be  invited  and  it  is  hoped 
construction  will  begin  early  in  1960. 

These  extensions  will  make  provision  for  the  reception  of  the 
drainage  from  Bray  which  will  shortly  be  sewered  by  the  Cook- 
ham  Rural  District  Council. 

Odour  from  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  has  again  given  rise 
to  complaints  from  residents  in  the  nearby  built-up  areas. 

The  Council  has  reviewed  the  whole  question  of  the  location 
of  the  Works  and  the  possibilities  of  eliminating  the  odour  trouble. 
They  have  decided  that  it  is  not  practicable  to  move  the  whole 
works  but  they  have  asked  for  a report  on  the  possibility  of  trans- 
ferring the  Sludge  Disposal  Plant  to  a more  remote  area.  Mean- 
while, to  effect  as  much  relief  as  possible  until  this  transfer  can 
be  effected  they  have  extended  the  Osmix  diffusing  plant  to  covei* 
a wider  front. 

MAIN  DRAINAGE. 

The  Council  is  concerned  that  some  areas  of  the  Borough  are 
still  not  provided  with  sewers.  The  Contract  for  constructing  these 
sewers  was  curtailed  during  the  early  years  of  the  last  war  and  it 
has  not  hitherto  appeared  expedient  to  revive  this  scheme. 

Instructions  have  now  been  given  for  a detailed  report  and 
estimate  to  be  prepared  for  this  work  and  this  will  be  undertaken 
so  soon  as  the  necessary  additional  engineering  staff  can  be  re- 
cruited. 

The  existing  sewers  in  the  Borough  continue  to  carry  their 
greatly  increased  load  without  causing  any  trouble. 

CLEANSING  SERVICES. 

thanks  largely  to^  an  effective  bonus  system  the  house  refuse 
collection  service  continues  to  operate  efficiently. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  low  land 
intended  ultimately  to  be  used  as  playing  fields.

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HOUSING. 

The  re-housing  of  the  families  occupying  the  52  back-to-back 
houses  in  the  Garden  Cottages  Clearance  Area  has  been  completed. 
The  houses  have  been  demolished  and  the  site  cleared. 

The  Maidenhead  (Bridge  Road,  AA'aldeck  Road  and  Reform 
Road)  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  has  been  confirmed  without 
modification  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government, 
but  the  acquisition  of  all  the  property  had  not  been  completed  by 
the  end  of  the  year.  Consequently  little  ppgress  has  been  made 
with  the  re-housing  of  the  persons  to  be  displaced. 

44ie  following  two  areas  have  been  declared  Clearance  Areas. 

Garden  Cottages  Clearance  Area  No.  1,  1958 — 12  houses. 

Garden  Cottages  Clearance  Area  No.  2,  1958 — 12  houses. 

A Clearance  Order  was  made  but  this  had  not  been  confirmed 
by  the  Minister  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Action  was  taken  in  respect  of  9 individual  unfit  houses, 
which  were  not  capable  at  reasonable  expense  of  being  rendered 
fit  for  human  habitation.  An  undertaking  was  given  by  the  owner 
of  one  house  that  it  would  be  rendered  fit,  2 houses  were  the  sub- 
ject of  Closing  Orders  and  6 Demolition  Orders  were  made. 


RENT  ACT.

MOVKABLE  DWELLINGS. 

Apart  from  a reduction  of  two  in  the  number  of  individually 
licensed  caravans  in  the  Borough  there  has  been  no  material 
change  in  the  total  number  ol  caravans  in  use  during  the  year. 

So  far  as  is  known,  Maidenhead  was  the  first  local  authority 
in  the  country  to  provide  municipal  caravan  sites  for  residential 
use.  Tenants  are  chosen  selectively  from  a waiting  list  of  appli- 
cants, priority  being  given  to  applicants  with  local  employment 
and  residential  qualifications. 

The  advantages  in  having  the  bulk  of  the  caravan  population 
centralised  on  sites  provided  with  proper  facilities  such  as  main 
water  supply,  water  closets,  and  main  drainage,  electricity,  roads 
and  such  like  are  obvious.  Adequate  supervision  and  control  is 
also  greatly  facilitated. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  Council  policy  in  providing  these  sites 
and  extending  them  as  the  need  increased  has  been  iiistruniental 
in  avoiding  the  indiscriminate  parking  of  caravans  on  unlicensed 
sites  in  the  Borough  with  all  the  associated  problems  which  are 
liable  to  arise  in  connection  therewith. 

The  number  of  individually  licensed  caravans  showed  a reduc- 
tion of  two  over  the  corresponding  date  last  year,  but  numbers 
fluctuate  to  some  extent  during  the  year.  The  majority  t)f  indi- 
\ idually  licensed  caravans  are  either  stationed  on  building  plots  on 
which  licensees  are  building  permanent  accommodation  or  on  sites 
where  the  licensee  acts  as  caretaker  for  plant  or  materials  on  the 
site . 


Since  their  inception,  the  management  and  letting  of  the  muni- 
cipal caravan  sites  has  rested  with  the  Health  Committee.  Arising 
out  of  discussions  between  the  Health  and  Housing  Committees 
however,  the  Council  has  decided  that  the  managenunt  and  lett- 
ing of  the  municipal  caravan  sites  should  be  transfei'j'cd  to  the 
Housing  Committee  and  Borough  Treasurer’s  Departnunt  but  that 
the  Health  Committee  and  Health  Department  should  continue  to 
exercise  general  public  health  supervision.  These  new  ai*range- 
ments  came  into  operatioji  at  the  end  of  the  yeaj'.

The  sainple  of  Diittei'  Mints  i‘eported  as  being  adulterated 
was  stated  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  contain  1.97r  fat,  which  was 
not  butter  fat..  Pi'oceedings  were  instituted  under  Section  2 (i) 
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and  Section  6 (i)  (a),  respectively  ot  the  l^ood  and  Dings  Act, 
1955.  At  the  hearing  the  vendor  pleaded  guilty  to  both  charges 
and  a fine  of  £5  was  imposed  in  each  case. 

The  informal  sample  of  Glycerine,  Lemon  and  Ipec.  was  re- 
ported as  being  incorrectly  labelled,  Init  the  infringement  was  held 
to  be  of  an  insignificaiit  character.  The  manuiacturers  wci'e  given 
notice  of  the  matter  and  requested  to  altei*  their  label. 

The  sample  of  milk  reported  as  being  adulterated  was  28% 
deficient  in  fat  and  was  taken  informally  from  a churn  of  milk 
forming  part  of  a large  consignment.  Further  samples  ^v/ere  taken 
the  following  day  and  the  reports  on  these  samples  indicated  that 
the  standard  of  the  consignment,  taken  as  a whole,  wav,  satisfactory.

in  my  Report  for  1953  1 referred  to  the  serious  nuisance 
which  had  arisen  from  the  tipping  of  trade  refuse  into  wmrked 
out  gravel  pits  and  outlined  the  measures  wdiich  had  been  taken 
to  deal  with  the  immediate  nuisance  and  the  control  measiues 
which,  it  was  hoped,  would  reduce  or  eliminate  fuidher  gj  ounds 
for  complaint. 

A year  later  1 was  able  to  report  satisfactory  progress  with 
the  work  of  infilling  the  iagoons  without  cuidher  complaint. 


The  Wat  and  dry  tipping  of  trade  wuiste  has  proceeded  con- 
tinuously since  August  1958  and  1 am  now  happy  to  report  that 
the  operation  was  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year  under  review. 
The  whole  programme  has  been  carried  through  under  close  siiper- 
\ ision  and,  apart  from  the  initial  period  of  nuisance,  there  has 
only  been  one  short  peilod  of  about  ten  days  wdien  conditions 
deteriorated  sutficiently  to  justify  complaint.  These  conditions 
arose  fi'om  premature  tipping  of  wuiste  into  a new  lagoon  contrary 
to  instructions. 


Idle  approximate  surface  area  of  the  water  was  81  acres,  and 
average  depth  12  feet.  The  wuiste  has  been  tipped  in  two  layers, 
the  first  to  just  a])o\e  a\  erage  wmter  level  and  the  second  to  a’oout

No  exteiisioD  of  the  public  sewers  was  caiTied  out  during 
the  year,  but  plans  are  in  i)eing  for  two  small  extensions  in  Simons 
Lane  and  Doles  Lane.  These  are  being  embodied  in  the  new' 
sewerage  scheme  now  being  prepared.  A new  sewei*  to  serve  the 
Norreys  Barn  Housing  Estate  is  proposed  to  ])e  laid  during  1959. 

The  Consulting  Engineers  are  now  engaged  on  a proposed 
extension  of  the  sewerage  system,  pumping  station  and  sewage 
works.  Informal  negotiations  have  been  started  wdth  the  Woking- 
ham Rural  District  Council  for  the  reception  into  the  Borough 
Sewers  of  the  sewage  from  a portion  of  the  south  area  of  the 
Rural  District.

MAIN  DRAINAGE  OF  COOKHAM  RISE  ^ (M)OKIiAM  VIELAGE. 

The  new  sewage  disposal  works  (iiltiiuate  capacity  185,000 
gallons  per  day),  were  officially  opened  by  Sir  Charles  Mott  Rad- 
cliffe,  in  November,  with  only  a token  flow  entejdng.  This  had 
increased  to  10,000  g'allons  per  day  by  the  end  of  the  year,  and 
the  number  of  applications  to  connect  to  the  sewei*  was  rising 
i*apidly. 


MAIN  DRAINAGE  OF  FRAY. 

The  Consulting  Engineer's  prepared  the  scheme  ot‘  sewerage 
works  during  the  year  in  the  expectation  (since  realised)  that  a 
starting  date  would  be  given  for  the  middle  of  1959.  Approxi- 
mately 12  miles  of  sewer*  will  discharge  into  the  Maidenhead 
Borough  Councils’  wor*ks  which  will  be  enlarged  for*  this  purpose. 
The  scheme  includes  7 pumping  stations. 


Od^HER  SCHEMES. 

Preliminary  investigations  were  begun  in  connection  with  two 
schemes  designed  to  ser*ve  all  villages  in  the  district  at  present 
without  main  drainage. 


HOUSING.

At  the  end  of  the  year  a block  of  aged  per*soiis’  and  single 
people’s  flatlets  was  begun  at  Woodlands  Far*k;  tenders  for*  12 
flats  and  houses  were  with  the  Ministry  and  permission  to  advei*- 
tise  for  tenders  for  16  maisorrettes,  lO  houses  and  a shop  had 
been  given. 

More  pr*e-war  Council  houses  were  brought  up  to  riiodei*n 
standards. 

A total  of  82  Improvement  Gr*ants  to  the  value  of  1:9,120  xr^ne 
appr*o\  ed  during  the  year*.

A new  25  cubic  yard  Dual  Tip  Refuse  Collecting  vehicle  was 
added  to  the  Council’s  fleet  during  the  year,  and  has  greatly 
heljied  in  the  limning  of  this  Service. 

About  30  properties  on  the  river  bank  opposite  Boiueie  End, 
which  have  no  road  access,  are  served  with  a collection  of  refuse 
l)v  river  launch  fortnightlv  during  the  summer  months. 

All  i*efuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  ti])piiig  and  a Mechan- 
ical Sho\el  is  in  i-egulai'  use  at  the  Tip.  The  Tip])ing  Site  is  in 
a dry  gravel  pit  and  this  should  seiu'e  the  (Muncil  for  many  yeai's 
to  come. 


WET  Sl^  AVENGING. 

This  Serxice  has  been  working  to  capacity  during  the  whole 
of  the  year,  with  as  much  overtime  as  could  reasonably  be  managed. 

The  sewerage  scheme  serving  the  Cookham  and  Cookham  Ri.se 
areas  was  comiileted  ahead  of  schedule,  and  the  projierties  aie 
being  connected  to  the  sewnno  As  soon  as  the  large  estates  are 
(umnected  this  should  have  a great  effect  in  lessening  the  amount 
of  cesspool  work  in  this  area. 

The  (h)uncil  are  hoping  to  go  ahead  as  quickly  as  possible 
with  the  sewering  of  a large  part  of  the  Parish  of  Bray,  and  it  is 
<)xpccted  that  a start  to  this  scheme  will  be  made  next  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ENGINEER  AND  SURVEYOR. 


SEWAGE  AND  DISPOSAL. 

In  view  of  the  rapidly  developing  area  and  the  coiitinuing 
increase  in  their  responsibilities,  the  District  Council  during  the 
year  decided  that  they  would  call  for  comprehensive  reports  from 
the  Chief  Officers  on  which  could  be  based  a five  year  programme 
of  capital  expenditure.  As  a result  of  the  reports  of  th?  Chief 
Officers,  the  Council  have  adopted  in  principle  a five  year  pro- 
gramme, which  should  have  the  effect  of  stabilising  expenditure 
and  facilitating  long  term  planning  of  capital  works  affecting  the 
health  of  the  district,  in  particular,  the  enlargement  of  the  existing 
sewage  works  and  the  extension  of  foul  and  surface  water  sewerage 
schemes. 


Similarly,  the  housing  progi'amme  of  the  erection  of  Council 
houses  and  slum  clearance  proposals  are  also  dealt  with  on  a fire- 
yea]*  plan. 

In  accordance  with  this  programme,  the  fobov/hig  is  a 
schedule  of  the  capital  works  involving  the  construction  of  new 
sewers,  the  extension  of  existing  sewers,  both  foul  and  surface 
water,  and  enlargement  or  reconstruction  of  sewage  works : —

SANDHURST  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS. 

Excellent  progress  has  been  made  with  the  enlarge  ment  of  this 
Works  during  the  year  under  review  and  at  the  time  of  writing 
this  report,  it  can  be  stated  that  work  on  the  extensions  Avill  be 
completed  and  the  new  Works  will  be  in  operation  by  the  end  of 
June,  1959.  This,  as  stated  in  earlier  I’eports,  is  a regional  Works, 
taking  in  a considerable  iiow  of  seAvage  from  the  Hartley  Wintncy 
Rural  District.  During  the  year,  considerable  quantities  of  cess- 
pool contents  have  been  discharged  and  treated  at  the  works  from 
the  Hartley  W^intney  Council,  and  this  arrangement  will  con- 
tinue. In  addition,  cesspool  contents  from  the  Easthampstead 
Rural  District  will  be  dealt  with  at  this  W'orks,  as  the  temporary 
arrangements  for  dealing  with  the  cesspool  contents  in  the  noidhern 
area  of  the  district  at  the  Works  of  the  Bracknell  Development 
Corporation  have  been  terminated  owing  to  th  ■ ( h)r[)oration’s 
difficulty  in  dealing  with  sludge,  due  to  the  inadequat<'  capacity  ot 
the  sludge  drying  beds. 

Owing  to  economies  effected  during  the  seAvage  works  exten- 
sion contract,  it  has  been  possible  to  proAude  a mono -rail  track 
system,  with  power  operated  truck  to  moA^e  di-ied  sludge  from  the 
drying  beds  to  the  disposal  plant.  Pi*o vision  has  also  been  made 
for  covering  the  neAv  sludge  digestion  taiiks,  and  it  will  bo  possible 
to  carry  out  some  inteiaial  reconstruction  within  the  scope  of  the 
original  contract  figure. 

SLUDGE  DISPOSAL. 

An  interesting  developnimit  at  the  Bandliurst  Wor'ks  has  taken 
place  during  the  year,  where  the  new  SAvstem  has  tan'ii  put  into 
effect  foi'  converting  dried  digested  sludge  fi'om  the  drying  ])eds 
into  a marketable  feiiilisor  which  has  1)een  advertised  and  is  being 
sold  under  the  name  “Sandhurst  Organic  Fertiliser.’'  For  many 
Awars,  it  has  been  impossible  to  dispose  of  the  dried  digested  sludge 
at  this  and  other  Works  in  the  district,  as  the  dried  cak-c  pioduced 
is  unsuitable  for  mechanical  handling,  or  hand-spi'cading  on  gai‘- 
dens,  and  can  only  be  disposed  of  in  bulk  to  farmers,  Avh;,)  often 
reciuire  this  product  during  tlu'  Wnitej',  Avlien  the  sludge  is  too 
wet  to  lift. 

The  present  scheme  comprises  a large  reinforced  concrete 
framed  shed,  partly  erected  by  the  Council’s  own  laboui*,  and 
designed  to  house  the  sludge  piocessing  equipment.  Sludge  from 
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the  drying  beds  is  conveyed  by  dumper  to  this  shed  where  it  is 
stacked  by  an  electrically  operated  elevator,  and  completes  the 
final  drying  process  under  cover.  The  labour  at  the  works  is  th^n 
utilised  during  inclement  weather,  oj‘  when  one  or  two  men  become 
available  from  routine  tasks,  to  operate  the  grinding  equipment 
which  comprises  an  electrically  operated  grinding  machine  feeding 
a vibrating  screen;  the  sludge  is  raised  to  the  hopper  of  the  grind- 
ing machine  by  the  same  electrically- operated  conveyor  belt  used 
for  stacking  the  untreated  sludge,  and  after  completion  of  the 
grinding  process,  the  fertiliser,  now  comprising  a fairly  finely- 
ground  powder,  is  stored  in  a hopper  which  in  turn  is  used  for 
feeding  the  fertiliser  into  jute  sacks  for  disposal.  The  final  pro- 
duct is  bagged  in  Icwt.  sacks  for  disposal,  the  delivered  price 
within  the  district  being  7s.  6d.  pei*  cwt.,  or  at  reduced  rates  for 
'‘loose”  and  "collected”  sales. 

It  is  anticipated  that  in  a full  year’s  working  at  least  600  tons 
of  sludge  will  be  processed,  and  as  the  demand  is  now  exceeding 
the  supply,  it  is  hoped  to  organise  a system  of  collection  of  dried 
sludge  from  other  AVorks  in  the  district  for  processing  at  the 
Sandhurst  Plant.  The  average  sample  analysis  of  the  fertiliser  is 
as  follows: —

WONKFIELD  DISPOSAL  WORKS. 

It  is  regretted  that  this  Works  continues  to  opei  ate  in  a 
grossl}’  overloaded  stale  and  in  consequence  complaints  have  been 
received  from  the  Thames  Conservancy  regarding  the  occasional 
unsatisfactory  effluent  sanqtle.  Preliminary  surteys  ha^^e  been 
completed  and  it  is  hoped  soon  to  commence  the  design  work  in 
my  office  for  the  irmoustruction  of  this  Works.  This  will  be  put 
out  to  tender  togethei'  with  the  sewer  extension  in  the  Maidens 
Green  area,  which  lia.e  been  designed  ready  tor  tender  but  are 
being  delayerl  until  the  additional  capacity  has  been  provided  at 
the  works.  During  the  year  the  small  extension  at  Pump  l.ane, 
inkfield,  was  conipleted,  and  work  was  commenced  on  the  sewer 
extension  at  \\  ar field  Street,  ^vh^ch  at  the  time  of  evidting  this 
r,  port  are  nearing  completion.

Other  new  housing  either  eommenced  or  at  the  tender  negotia- 
tion stage  during  the  year  is  as  follows: — 

(a)  Deepfieid  Road  Estate,  Bracknell. 

Authority  was  reeeh^ed  during  the  year  for  two  extensions  to 
the  original  contract  enabling  negotiated  tenders  to  be  agreed  with 
Carlton  Contractors,  Ijimited,  for  the  completion  of  the  Deepfieid 
(levelopment,  comprising  in  all: — 

24  2-bedroom  bungalows. 

30  2-bedroom  fiats  (4  persons). 

15  2-bedroom  fiats  (3  persons). 

15  2-bedroom  fiats  (2  persons). 

100  3-bedroom  houses. 

The  advance  preparation  of  the  site  comprising  roads,  foul 
and  surface  water  sev/ers,  was  completed  during  the  year  under 
review,  except  for  the  construction  of  footpaths  and  final  carpet- 
ing of  carriageways,  which,  together  wdth  the  seeding  of  verges 
and  final  landscaping,  cannot  be  completed  until  the  whole  estate 
development  is  finished.  Although,  due  to  inclement  wmather  and 
some  sickness,  the  contract  Is  running  approximately  one  month 
])ehind  schedule,  H is  fair  to  say  that  excellent  progress  has  been 
made,  and  this  venture  in  fairly  high  density^  development  is  likely 
10  be  successful  and  will  be  well  up  to  the  standards  of  design 
and  amenity  set  by  the  Bracknell  DeAnrlo^mient  Coi’poration  in  the 
iTew  Town. 

(b)  Gough’s  Meadow  Site,  Sandhurst. 

During  the  year,  tenders  have  Imen  negotiated  for  the  develop- 
raent  of  the  Gough’s  Meadow  Housing  Site  at  Sandhurst,  compris- 
ing 105  units  of  housing  and  including  for  the  first  time  a two 
storey  block  of  bed-sittiiig  room  accommodation  for  old  people, 
comprising  warden’s  accommodation,  and  a complete  installation 
of  services  of  hot  water  and  central  heating  by  a central  oil-fired 
})lant.  It  is  hoped  that,  in  the  light  of  experience  gained  in  admin- 
istrating this  type  of  accommodation  for  a growdiig  number  of 
elderly  persons  in  the  district,  similar  schemes  can  be  commenced 
during  1959  in  Bracknell,  at  the  Larges  Lane  site,  where  approxi- 
mately 30  such  units  are  proposed. 
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(c)  Modernisation  of  Pre-War  Houses. 

After  the  successful  modernisation  two  or  three  years  ago  of 
the  Hayley  Green  Council  Houses,  a programme  for  modernising 
other  pre-war  estates  has  been  undertaken,  but  a disappointing 
response  to  invitations  for  tenders  for  modernisation  at  Wellington 
Terrace,  resulted  in  delay  as  the  Contract  had  to  be  readvertised 
but  at  the  time  of  writing,  good  progress  has  been  made  with 
modernisation  at  an  average  cost  of  approximately  £850  per  house. 
The  work  on  this  estate  is  necessarily  expensive  as  the  houses  are 
in  poor  structural  condition  and  badly  affected  by  rising  damp  due 
to  defective  damp  proof  courses,  and  defective  construction  of 
the  solid  floors  on  the  ground  floor,  these  houses  ha\ing  been 
erected  under  the  1919  housing  scheme.  A similar  modernisation 
scheme  is  being  undertaken  at  Billingbear  but,  owing  to  very 
unsatisfactory  tenders  received,  it  has  been  decided  to  carry  out 
this  work  with  the  Council’s  own  direct  organisation,  plus  a certain 
amount  of  Sub-Contracting,  as  soon  as  the  new  Billingbear  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  has  been  constructed  and  the  foul  sewers  have 
been  laid. 

BRACKNELL  NEW  TOWN. 

Continuing  the  report  submitted  last  year,  the  figures  for  the 
development  of  the  Bracknell  New  Town  for  the  year  ended  31st 
March,  1959,  are  as  follows: —

During  the  year  the  Development  Corporation’s  proposals 
for  the  development  of  the  final  neighbourhood  unit  at  Harmans 
Water  have  received  Ministerial  approval  and  unless  there  is  a 
decision  to  increase  the  Town  above  the  designated  size  of  25,000, 
the  end  of  the  develo])ment  can  now  be  visualised  and  it  can  be 
said  that  the  d'own  is  taking  its  final  shape. 

OFFICE  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  pressure  of  increased  work  and  the  necessai*y  increase  of 
staff  have  resulted  in  further  difficulty  in  housing  the  various 
departments  and  in  particular  it  has  been  impossible  to  provide 
separate  accommodation  in  Bracknell  for  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  However,  the  development  of  the  Council’s  new  Central 
Depot  has  enabled  the  refuse  vehicles  to  be  moved  from  the  ac- 
commodation at  the  rear  of  the  Council  Offices,  which  has  now 
been  converted  to  provide  adequate  drawing  office  accommodation 
for  the  present  staff  and  this  released  the  former  drawing  office 
for  clerical  staff.  After  the  installation  of  automatic  oil-fired 
central  heating  for  the  Council  Offices  and  Council  Chamber,  it  is 
proposed  to  resurface  the  yard  at  the  rear  of  the  offices  to  provide 
more  adequate  parking  accommodation  for  the  Councillors  and 
Officials,  but  these  measures  are  merely  alleviating  the  present 
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difficulties,  and  the  Council  has  decided  that  within  the  next  five 
years,  it  will  be  essential  to  pi*ovide  entirely  new  accommodation 
0)1  the  site  reseined  in  the  Bracknell  New  Tow))  (Vnti'e. 


IMPROVEMENT  (rRANTS. 


During-  the  yeat-  under  review,  59  applications  for  grants  were 
received  in  I'espect  of  proposed  impj*oveinents  and  convei-sions. 


Granis  totalling  £9,395  were  made  during  the  same  period  in 
respect  of  49  properties. 

It  is  likely  that,  in  the  coming  year,  a further  increase  in  grants 
can  be  expected  when  the  new  Housing  Act  provisions  become 
more  widely  known.  These  pi-ovide  for  the  automatic  payment  of 
grants  for  modern  amenities  such  as  bathroom,  W.C.’s,  new  drain- 
age systems  and  hot  water  installations,  to  which  owners  will  be 
entitled  as  a right,  and  the  onus  for  justifying  i-efusal  to  make  such 
a grant  in  a particulai*  case  is  placed  u])on  the  Local  Authority.

WATER  SIWPLY. 


Public  Supply, 

Piped  water  supply  is  available  to  e\'ery  Parish,  and  is  sup- 
plied by  the  Mid-Wessex  Water  Company,  Erimley  Gi-een,  Aldei*- 
shot  (Parishes  of  Bracknell,  Crowthoime,  Sandhurst,  Easthamp- 
stead, Binfield  and  Warfield)  and  by  the  South  West  Surburban 
Water  Company,  The  Causeway,  Staines  (Parish  of  Winkfield). 
There  are  less  than  1%  of  properties  in  the  Rural  Distrmd  not  con- 
nected to  the  public  supply.

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The  three  unsatisfactory  samples  related  to  a reservoir  sup- 
plied from  the  public  mains  and  serving  a large  establishment  in 
Crowthorne.  The  use  of  the  water  in  this  reservoir  was  discon- 
tinued, and  an  investigation  into  the  cause  of  the  pollution  was 
still  proceeding  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  establishment  in  the 
meantime  being  supplied  with  water  direct  from  the  public  mains 
from  the  original  connection,  and  a new  additional  connection. 


REFUSE  AND  SALVAGE— COEEECTTON  AND  DISPOSAL. 


(a)  Collection  Service. 

The  Annual  Report  for  1955  gave  some  indications  of  the 
effects  of  the  New  Town  on  this  service.  The  labour  position  im- 
proved slightly  during  1958,  but  still  lags  behind  requirements. 
Especially  is  this  noticed  when  illness  reduces  numbers  suddenly 
at  a holiday  time,  for  example,  Christmas  1958.  With  a compara- 
ti\ely  small  labour  force,  such  as  this  Council  employs,  it  is  im- 
possible to  carry  any  reserve  labour,  and  casual  labour  is  not 
available  through  the  Exchanges.  The  minimum  rates  of  wages 
for  unskilled  labour  paid  by  industrialists  in  Bracknell  are  con- 
siderably higher  than  the  Joint  Industrial  Council  rates  laid  down 
for  Local  Authority  laboin*.  This  factor,  together  with  more  at- 
tractive working  conditions  in  factories  makes  the  recruitment  and 
retention  of  men  for  j-efuse  work  difficult.  The  best  answei* 
available  to  a Local  Authority  is  by  way  of  an  incentive  bonus  on 
work  done,  better  conditions,  and  possibly,  housing  incentives. 

The  possibilities  of  dustless  loading  machines  which  use 
special  l)ins  which  are  easier  to  handle,  are  being  considered,  but 
such  devices  are  new  to  this  country,  and  untried  in  the  methods 
of  storage  and  collection  of  house  refuse  practised  here.  The 
machines  are  costly,  and  the  service  depends  on  the  provision  of 
special  bins  by  the  Uouncil  which  cost  more  than  double  the  stan- 
dard bi]i  normally  in  use. 


During  the  year  an  additional  vehicle  of  larger  carrying- 
capacity,  a Karriei'  Senior  Dual-Tip  of  25  cubic  yards,  was  ordered 
in  March,  and  deli\  ered  in  September.  A further  machine  of  similar 
type  will  be  ordered  in  1959  to  replace  an  eleven  year’s  ohl  side- 
loader. 


(b)  Disposal — Controlled  Tip. 

Conditions  of  disposal  at  the  tip  continued  satisfactorily. 
Development  by  the  Bracknell  Development  Corporation  of  Lily 
Hill  Instate  has  brought  a closely  developed  residential  area  to 
within  200  yards  of  the  present  tip,  and  10  yards  of  the  perimeter 
ol  land  owned  by  the  Council,  and  reserved  for  controlled  tipping, 
■'vhich  is  likely  to  limit  use  of  that  land  to  prevent  possible  nui- 
sance arising. 
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(c)  Salvage. 

The  accompanying  table  gives  comparative  figures  for  three 
years,  1956,  1957  and  1958.  Paper  continues  to  be  in  demand, 
although  trading  conditions  again  called  for  a limitation  of  sup- 
plies to  the  mills.

HOUSING  ACTS,  1936—1957. 

During  the  yeai*  17  houses  wei'e  represented  as  “individual 
unfits/’  and  from  this  number,  three  families  were  rehoused  by 
the  Council,  and  one  family  left  on  their  own  accoiH. 


Undertakings  were  accepted  from  the  owners  of  4 of  these 
properties  not  to  re-let  until  the  property  is  in  all  respects  fit  for 
human  habitation. 
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RENT  ACT,  1957. 

During  the  year  22  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
were  received,  and  9 Certificates  were  issued  in  respect  of  all 
defects,  and  11  in  respect  of  some  but  not  all  defects.  11  Under- 
takings were  given  subsequently  by  landlords.  6 Applications  by 
landlords  for  cancellation  of  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  re- 
ceived, and  5 Certificates  were  cancelled  up  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLlNCiS. 

12  Applications  were  dealt  with  during  the  year- — 1 licence 
was  granted  to  allow  land  to  be  used  as  a site  for  moveable 
dwellings,  and  1 refused.  9 Licences  to  erect  or  station  and  use 
moveable  dwellings  were  granted  being  limited  to  a period  not 
exceeding  12  months,  and  1 refused.

GROVE  LANE,  WTNKEIELD. 

Much  distress  was  caused  to  residents  in  Winkfieid  Row  by 
the  establishment,  in  October  1957,  of  an  unauthorised  caravan 
site.  As  winter  developed,  more  vans  moved  in,  and  the  families 
living  in  the  vans  also  suffered  some  privations.  Although  the 
Council  was  at  first  unsuccessful  in  clearing  the  site,  eventually 
by  both  Planning  Control  and  prosecutions  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  the  site  was  cleared  of  vans  by  August  1958. 


This  was  the  first  experience  in  this  district  of  the  behaviour 
of  unscrupulous  site-opei-ators,  and  the  prolilems  of  van  dwellers 
in  the  nearei*  London  districts.  It  has  now  become  a problem  to 
which  the  CTO\ei’nment  has  at  last  given  attention,  and  the  in- 
vestigation and  repoit  by  Sir  Arton  AVilson  are  awaited  with 
intei'est  bv  all  Local  Authorities. 


SURFACE  WATER  DRAINAGE. 

During  prolonged  wet  periods,  or  following  sudden  and  very 
heavy  downpoui-s,  many  areas  in  the  Rural  District  become  flooded 
with  surface  water,  and  in  some  cases,  such  as  to  cause  nuis.uice. 
The  worst  example  of  a sudden  effect  was  in  October.  1956,  in 
Sandhurst,  when  the  (Allege  Town  area  became  badly  flooded,  even 
into  some  houses.  A combined  scheme  of  clearing  and  regrading 
the  main  surface  water  di'ainage  ditches  in  that  area  was  under- 
taken and  computed  in  1958  under  the  Joint  Authority  of  the 
Easthampstead  Rural  District  Council,  Berkshire  County  Council, 
and  the  iMiiiistry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries,  and  Food. 


Although  much  of  the  Easthampstead  Rural  District  apj)ears 
to  be  flat,  and.  flooding  or  boggy  areas  numerous,  nevertheless 
there  are  in  existence  good  systems  of  drainage  ditches  with  good 
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rivers  and  streams  to  take  water  away  pirovid'ed  that  these  are 
properly  maintained  at  their  original  widths,  depths,  and  falls. 
Much  tiaie  could  be  saved,  and  much  distress  to  residents  if  moi-e 
comprehensive  and  thorough  work  on  drainage  were  carried  out 
throughout  the  district.  A comprehensive  scheme  of  surface-water 
sewers  is  being  prepared  for  the  upper  parts  of  Branksome  Hill 
Road,  College  Road,  and  Owlsmoor  at  Sandhurst  by  the  Council’s 
Engineer  and  Sur^'eyo]‘.

lection several  hours  later,  is  not  only  unsightly,  but  ])resents  a 
public  health  problem,  of  possible  and  very  probable  fouling  by 
dogs,  and  the  enormous  bacterial  growth  which  must  take  place  in 
warm  weather.  Phis  is  a practice  which  must  be  abandoned. 

A refrigerated  milk-vending  machine  was  installed  by  a dairy- 
man in  Bracknell  during  1958.  This  machine  is  well  designed  from 
the  hygenic  aspect,  and  so  far  has  caused  no  trouble,  noi-  should  it 
if  it  continues  to  be  properly  maintained.  Other  machines  are  of 
practical  interest  to  Public  Health  Officers,  especially  those  which 
dispense  mixed  and  tlavoured  milk  (banks  where  both  quality  and 
hygenic  control  becomes  more  complicated,  and  liable  to  faults. 


MILK  SUPPLY— TYPHI-MURIUM  IN  CALVES. 

Oases  of  typhi-mui'ium  in  calves  at  a farm  in  Easthampstead 
were  reported  to  the  Medical  Office)'  of  Health.  The  milk  was  sup- 
plied to  a local  dairy,  and  ari'angements  were  made  for  it  to  be 
pasteurised  pending  investigation.  An  inspection  at  the  farm  took 
f)lace  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a Veterinary  Officer  of  the 
Ministi'y  of  Agi'iculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector — sampks  of  milk  were  taken  from  suspected 
cows,  all  of  which  proved  negative.

Thei'e  is  one  privately  owned  pool  open  to  i)ublic  use  in 
Bracknell.  This  pool  has  a complete  filtration,  chlorination,  and 
aeration  plant,  which  keeps  the  watei*  np  to  a high  staauiard  of 
purity. 
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There  are  three  private  pools  belonging  to  schools  in  the 
district,  two  of  which  ha^  e continuous  filtration  with  chlorination, 
and  the  third  receives  only  chlorine  treatment. 

PETROLEUM  ACTS,  1928  and  1936. 

There  are  66  premises  licensed  for  the  storage  of  Petroleum 
Spirit  in  the  area,  the  total  amount  licensed  being  236,800  gallons. 
Prom  33  of  these  premises  petrol  is  sold,  while  at  the  other  33 
premises  petrol  is  stored  for  private  use  only. 

On  1st  January,  1960,  there  comes  into  force  a Model  Code  of 
Standard  Conditions  which  deals  primary  with  electrical  equip- 
ment and  services  to  petrol  pumps,  and  requires  a B.S.S.  of  flame - 
proofing  to  all  electrical  fittings.  The  Council  has  decided  to  apply 
all  the  provisions  of  the  Model  Code  with  the  exception  of  limiting 
devices  on  fuel  deliveries  from  pumps.  All  licence  holders  have 
been  notified  of  the  requirements  in  time  for  alterations  to  be  made 
before  the  new  licensing  period  in  1960.

During  1958  and  early  1959,  the  Berkshire  County  Council 
system  of  contracts  for  keeping  farm  premises  clear  of  rats  and 
mice  infestations  comes  to  an  end.  The  Council  considered  the 
question  of  setting  up  a contract  system  of  its  own  to  replace  that 
of  the  Berkshire  County  Council,  but  decided  that  the  number  of 
farmers  in  the  former  scheme  was  too  few  to  warrant  it.  In  con- 
sequence it  was  decided  to  notify  those  farmers  that  the  services 
of  the  Council’s  Rodent  Officer  is  available  to  them  on  request  at 
a charge  of  10/-  per  hour. 

CESSPOOLS. 

During  the  year  501  cesspools,  serving  497  properties,  hail 
had,  or  were  receiving,  the  emptying  service.  The  emptying  of 
cesspools  continued  to  be  carried  out  by  contract,  free  of  charge 
to  the  householder,  up  to  a maximum  of  four  times  pei-  yeai-  upon 
demand  from  the  occupier  of  any  pi-emises  within  the  Rural  Dis- 
trict.

Thirty-thi'ee  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  keeping 
quality  and  heat  treatment  tests  during  the  year,  and  3 (sterilised) 
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tor  turbidity  tests.  The  results  are  shown  in  the  following  table, 
from  which  it  will  ])e  seen  that  no  failures  occurred. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Battle  Hospital,  Reading,  con- 
tinues to  afford  free  laboratory  services  in  respect  of  Public 
Health  matters,  and  all  samples  were  conveyed  direct  to  the 
Laboratory  immediately  after  being  taken.

A number  of  the  businesses  are  of  the  small  ownei'/occupier 
type  with  living  accommodation  attached,  employing  few  or  no 
staff,  other  than  members  of  the  household.  Inspections  have 
shown  that  the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
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1955,  and  Section  38  of  the  Shops  Act  1950,  are  satisfactorily 
observed. 

The  Berkshire  County  Council  Act  1953,  by  Section  122  re- 
quires District  Councils  to  register  Hawkers  of  food  and  their 
premises,  and  these  are  further  referred  to  elsewhere  in  the  Re- 
port. Unsound  food  is  also  reported  upon  elsewhere. 


ICB  CKBAM. 

F'orty-four  premises  ai'C  I'egistered  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed 
ice  cream.  Five  registrations  were  effected  during  the  year,  and 
it  would  appear  that  the  sale  of  this  commodity  continues  to  in- 
crease. Eighteen  samples  were  taken  and  the  results,  classified 
under  Provisional  Grades,  ai'c  shown  below.  Retailers  are  notified 
of  the  Grading.

Under  Section  122  of  the  Bei*kshire  County  Council  xVct  1953, 
these  are  I'equired  to  be  registei'ed  by  Local  Authorities  within  the 
County.  To  date  34  registrations  have  been  made  in  this  District. 
Most  of  them  are  connected  with  annual  visitors  to  the  Ascot  Race 
Course,  and  represent  tradei-s  whose  “borne”  ])]‘emises  may  be 
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anywhere  within  a fifty  mile  radius  of  the  Course.  Eeguiar  (official) 
visits  are  paid  to  the  Course  during  the  Race  Meetings,  and  par- 
ticular attention  paid  to  ^‘washing-up  procedure,”  the  covering  of 
un- wrapped  foodstuffs  and  hand-washing  facilities. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  position  as  to  Water  supply  in  this  District,  referred  to 
in  previous  Reports,  is  re-stated  below,  foi*  record  purposes. 

The  controlling  Company  is  the  South  West  Suburban  Watei- 
Company,  Staines. 

The  supply  is  drawn  from  tin*  River  Thames  at  Staines,  the 
area  of  supply  embraces  approximately  100  square  miles  and 
a population  of  210,000. 

The  average  daily  quantit}^  abstracted  from  the  river  is 
approximately  5-1  million  gallons.  In  addition  to  this,  a bulk 
supply  is  taken  from  the  Metropolitan  Whaler  Board. 

The  estimated  average  daily  consumption  per  head  of  |)opu- 
lation  is  calculated  by  the  Water  Company  to  be  30  gallons  for 
domestic  purposes,  and  40  gallons  for  all  purposes,  including 
trading. 

A typical  report  on  the  chemical  and  bacteriological  quality 
of  the  water  before  and  after  treatment,  furnished  by  the  Company 
is  submitted  herewith. 

A piped  supply  exists  throughout  the  District  except  at  Friary 
Island,  in  the  Parish  of  Old  WYndsor,  where  shallow  tube  wells  are 
in  use  at  some  47  dwellings. 

During  the  year  undei'  review,  6 Chemical  and  10  Bacteriolo- 
gical samples  were  taken  from  the  Public  supply;  in  all  cases  the 
results  were  deemed  satisfactory. 

The  provision  of  a piped  water  supply  at  Friary  Island 
(through  which  runs  the  boundary  between  Bei'kshire  and  Buck- 
inghamshire, and  between  WYndsor  and  Eton  Rural  Districts)  has 
been  referred  to  in  previous  Reports,  in  which  a brief  history  of 
the  project  was  given  (see  Page  60,  1957  Report),  work  on  the 
scheme  has  not  yet  begun,  but  preliminary  negotiations  have  been 
satisfactorilv  concluded. 

During  1958/59  Bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from  a 
well  watei'  supply  to  a large  educational  establishment,  and  3 
})roved  to  be  unsatisfactory,  as  a result  of  these  failing  samples 
and  after  coi'respondence  and  conferences,  a new  chlorinating 
plant  was  installed,  and  subsequent  samples  conformed  to  i*equired 
standards.  Regular  sampling  is  now  carried  out  by  the  College 
Authority,  and  copies  of  the  AnalysPs  report  are  supplied  to  this 
Department. 

One  Bacteriological  sample  was  taken  from  a well  at  Friary 
Island  and  proved  satisfactory.

SANITARY  MATTERS  REQUIRING  ATdTkNTIGN. 

SEWEKING  OF  EARLFYDENE  ESTATE,  SUNNINGHILL. 

The  Council  made  a further  application  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  in  November/Decembei*,  1958,  for 
consent  to  go  ahead  with  a sewerage  scheme  for  this  part  of  the 
District,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  the  Ministry’s  decision  is 
awaited.  (See  pp.  84  Report  for  1956). 


DlTCtiES  AND  WATER  COURSES. 

A survey  of  storm  water  drainage  in  the  Parish  of  Old  Wind- 
sor was  put  in  hand  during  1958 — as  a matter  requiring  urgent 
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attention — the  Consultaiit’s  report  is  awaited. 

REFUSE  (d)LLECTlON  AND  DISPOSAL. 

Two  schemes  are  in  operation,  one  for  the  Parishes  of  Snn- 
ning’dale  and  Simninghill  and  one  for  the  Parish  of  Old  Windsor. 

In  the  former,  one  18  cub.  yard  and  one  10  cub.  yard  vehicle, 
manned  b^"  a staff  of  nine,  collect  the  refuse  from  a population  of 
approximately  10,000  and  delivers  it  to  a controlled  tip  site  within 
the  area,  where  one  man  with  a Fordson  Tractor  is  employed.  In 
the  latter  case  (Old  Windsor),  five  employees  operate  with  an  18 
cub.  3mrd  collection  vehicle,  and  the  refuse  (from  a population  of 
approximately  5,000)  is  conveyed  to  a controlled  tip  in  the  Egham 
area,  by  arrangement  with  Egham  U.D.C.  Two  of  the  collectors 
are  also  employed  on  Cesspool  emptying  work. 

During  the  year  the  Council  gave  careful  consideration  to 
the  adoption  of  Model  Byelaws  for  the  removal  of  house  refuse, 
but  finally  resolved  against  such  a course. 

Until  September  1958  no  Trade  Refuse  collection  scheme  was 
in  operation  in  the  district.  The  Council  then  resolved  to  invite 
traders  in  the  Parish  of  Old  Windsor  only  (as  a first  step)  to  pay 
a pr  escribed  annual  charge  for  the  collection  of  their  ti*ade  waste. 
The  response  was  disappointing,  onU  a small  pei'centage  of 
Traders  entering  the  scheme.  Waste  paper  collection  has  not  been 
resumed  since  the  “slumi,)”  in  1956/57,  efforts  to  find  a pi'ofitable 
outlet  having  failed. 

SEWERAGE. 

During  1958  the  Council  continued  to  encourage — by  way  of 
financial  assistance  (Improvement  Grants  and  Section  37,  PHA., 
1936)  the  connecting  up  of  properties  more  than  100  feet  from  the 
nearest  sewer,  some  £313,  was  approved  for  this  purpose  during 
the  year. 

As  stated  on  Page  62  of  the  Report  for  1957  the  Distinct  is 
now  sewered  throughout,  apart  from  isolated  and  inaccessible 
cases  (including  some  47  dwellings  on  Ham  Island,  Old  Windsor). 
Sewage  from  the  Parishes  of  Sunningdale  and  Sunninghill  gravi- 
tates to  Blacknest  on  the  eastern  filnge  of  the  District  and  is 
]3umped  from  there,  41  miles  to  AVhitmore  Bog  (due  west)  in  the 
Rural  District  of  Easthampstead,  whei'e  the  Couneil’s  disposal 
works  are  situated. 

At  Old  Windsoi'  two  Pumping  Stations  (automatic)  are  in 
operation — pumping  the  sewage  from  that  Pailsh  to  the  AVindsoi- 
Borough  works  ( b^^  arrangement)  on  Ham  Island. 

In  Muy  of  the  year  under  review,  and  after  a very  lengthly 
preparation,  a scheme  for  new  treatment  works  at  Blacknest  was 
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submitted  to  the  Minister,  and  in  December  the  Council  Avere 
notified  that  a Public  Enquiry  would  be  held  in  January  1959.  The 
new  works  would  eliminate  the  44-  miles  of  ])umping  main,  and 
replace  the  badly  overloaded  existing  works  a1  Whitmore  Bog. 


DITCHES  AND  WATER  COURSES. 

Reference  is  jnade  elsewhere  in  this  Report  to  a survey  of 
ditches  and  water  courses  undertaken  in  the  Parish  of  Old  Wind- 
sor. The  general  neglect  of  natural  land  drainage  channels  is 
apparent  almost  everywhere,  and  the  results,  aggravated  by  build- 
ing development,  are  from  time  to  time  serious.  Care  of  these 
natural  facilities  seems  to  be  nobody’s  business,  and  while  the 
responsibility  is  being  sorted  out,  hooding  occurs  and  continues, 
with  consequent  damage  and  inconvenience.  Furtheionore,  the 
surcharging  of  sub-soil  Avater  increases  the  likelihood  of  infiltration 
into  soil  sewers,  especially  where  these  are  old  and  the  joints,  to 
some  extent  perished.  Parish,  District  and  County  Councils  all 
have  some  Statutory  responsibility  in  this  matter,  the  neglect  of 
which  is  not  always  fulh^  compensated  by  ‘‘saving  the  rates.” 

Conferences  on  this  subject  at  County  leA^el,  took  place  during 
the  year,  from  which,  it  is  hoped,  action  Aviil  ensue. 


CARAVAN  SITES. 

The  two  licensed  Caravan  sites  in  this  area  continued  to  be 
well  maintained  throughout  1958,  and  Avhen  the  annual  licences 
were  reneAved  the  number  of  vans  in  each  case  Avas  increased  to 
35  (Englemere  Earm,  Ascot)  and  15  (NeAvton  Side,  Old  Windsor). 
In  addition  to  these,  there  are  6 individually  licensed  caravans. 

As  a result  of  an  attempt  to  use  land  at  xVscot  as  an  unauthor- 
ised caravan  site,  the  Council  appealed  to  the  Minister  through  the 
Local  ITanning  Authority  for  an  Article  4 Direction  under  the 
ToAvn  and  Country  Planning  (G.D.O.)  1950,  to  be  made  on  this, 
and  other  land  in  the  vicinity,  and  the  appeal  was  granted,  the 
operative  date  being  October  3rd,  1958.  The  effect  of  the  Direc- 
tion is  to  remove  the  iioiaiial  28  days  exemption  ))eriod. 

liOUSlNO  GENERAL. 

XEW  HOUSING. 

During  1958  29  permanent  dwellings  were  erected  by  the 
Council  (most  of  tlieni  during  the  first  half  of  the  yeai*)  and  65  by 
Private  Enterprise,  (during  1957  the  figures  Avere  135  and  and  116 
respectively).  At  the  end  of  the  year  oiiIa^  10  houses  were  under 
construction  by  the  Council.  This  slowing  down  of  the  building 
programme  i-esulted  from  the  continued  high  rate  of  intei’est  on 
capital  loans,  the  Council  resolving  in  the  early  part  of  the  year 
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that  in  view  of  the  restrictive  effect  of  high  interest  rates,  no  fur- 
ther action  be  initiated  which  would  add  to  the  slum  clearance 
programme,  and  that  the  Minister  be  informed  accordingly. 


SLUM  CLEARANCE. 

Following  on  the  remarks  in  the  preceding  paragraph — eight 
unfit  dwellings  were  reported  during  the  year,  seven  of  the  fami- 
lies being  re-housed  by  the  Council,  and  in  addition  17  families 
were  re -housed  from  temporary  hutments.  51  temporary  dwell- 
ings were  demolished,  thus  clearing  all  hutted  camj)  sites  in  the 
area. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS,  ETC. 

During  1958  approval  was  given  to  15  applications  involving 
a total  £2,662.  Applications  continue  to  be  almost  exclusively 
from  owner/occupiers,  and  in  this  district  rented  premises  have 
benefitted  scarcely  at  all. 

The  Council  also  made  advances  under  the  Housing  (Financial 
Provision)  Act  1958  totalling  £31,340  to  enable  persons  to  buy 
their  own  homes,  and  in  July,  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  approved  the  sale  by  the  Council  of  land  to  a ‘‘Self 
Build  Group’’  of  local  ratepayers,  who  plan  to  build  their  own 
houses  by  voluntary  labour. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

A full  time  Rodent  Operative  (Mr.  A.  V.  Thompson)  appoint- 
ed in  1952,  is  employed  on  rodent  and  pest  control. 

There  are  3,742  premises  in  the  District  of  which  120  were 
visited  on  complaint  and  1,207  were  surveyed  for  infestation.  No 
major  infestation  of  rats  or  mice  were  found. 

During  the  year  10%  of  the  manholes  on  the  same  sewers 
were  baited  but  no  “takes”  were  recorded.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  ENGINEER. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  amount  of  water  supplied  during  the  year  was 
481,988,000  gallons.  This  was  greater  than  the  previous  year  by 
about  34,000,000  gallons.  Mileage  of  mains  increased  by  1.98 
miles  and  is  now  148.59  miles.  New  connections  made  to  the 
mains  were  also  more  and  numbered  641. 

The  year  was  again  marked  by  the  need  for  extensions  to  the 
distribution  system  to  serve  new  development  and  by  anxiety  for 
the  future  capacity  of  the  undertaking  with  the  present  sources  of 
supply  to  cater  for  requirements  in  times  of  peak  demand 

The  Thames  Valley  Water  Bill  and  the  Mid- Wessex  Water 
Bill  are  still  in  passage  through  Parliament  and  the  final  outcome 
as  to  the  future  of  the  Council’s  Water  Undertaking  is  not  yet 
decided. 

The  increasing  demand  and  the  continued  development  of  the 
district  have  made  it  necessary  to  endeavour  to  find  more  water 
and  work  on  the  construction  of  a trial  24in.  dia.  borehole  at  Char- 
vil  was  commenced  in  October.  A depth  below  surface  of  250ft. 
has  been  reached  and,  acting  upon  geological  advice,  it  is  intended 
to  continue  the  boring  to  a depth  of  325ft. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Sewerage  contracts  have  been  put  in  hand  during  the  year — 

(a)  In  the  Parish  of  Shinfield  for  Shinfield  Green  and  WTiit- 
ley  Wood  Lane. 

(b)  Parish  of  Winnersh — Drome  Path  aod  Melbonine 
Avenue. 

(c)  Parish  of  Wokingham  Without — Ellis  Road  and  Oak- 
lands  Lane  areas  of  Pine  wood. 

(d)  Parish  of  W^oodley — Henley  Wood  Road  ;iiid  Warren 
Road. 

The  demolition  of  two  disused  disposal  works  at  King  Street 
Lane,  Winnersh  a)id  Shinfield  Rise,  Shinfield,  has  been  vii-tnally 
completed. 

A scheme  of  main  drainage  for  Merryhill  Green  area  of  Win- 
nersh has  been  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  for  approval  and  a similar  scheme  for  the  remainder 
of  the  Parish  of  Shinfield  not  already  being  dealt  with,  is  in  course 
of  preparation. 
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The  continued  development  of  the  district,  particularly  in 
Woodley,  has  rendered  more  acute  the  difficulties  being  encounter- 
ed in  dealing  with  surface  water.  Messrs.  Howard  Humphreys  & 
Sons,  have  therefore,  been  appointed  the  Councirs  Consultants  to 
investigate  and  report  on  the  necessary  provisions  which  ought  to 
be  made  for  surface  water  sewerage  and  several  interim  reports 
have  been  received.

REPORT  OF  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR. 

WET  SCAVENGIx\G. 


(a)  COLLECTION. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  vehicles  in  sei'vice  re- 
mained at  six.  Main  drainage  has  taken  place  in  the  urban  parts 
of  the  area  relatively  close  to  the  Council’s  cesspool  emptying 
disposal  sites.  The  majority  of  new  properties  being  built  where 
main  drainage  is  not  available  are  in  the  Parishes  of  Finchamp- 
stead  and  Wokngham  Without — in  some  cases  up  to  eight  miles 
from  a cesspool  emptying  disposal  point.  These  two  factors,  to- 
gether with  the  increase  in  the  average  size  of  the  cesspools  now 
being  built  have  resulted  in  the  total  number  of  properties  that 
can  be  dealt  with  by  the  fleet  being  decreased. 

(b)  DISPOSAL. 

The  heavy  rainfall  during  the  summer  and  autumn  produced 
conditions  at  the  sites  worse  than  ever  before.  It  has  not  been 
possible  to  rest  and  de-sludge  lagoons  at  the  sites  and  although 
tipping  in  certain  bays  has  had  to  be  discontinued,  conditions  have 
not  allowed  sludge  to  dry  sufficiently  for  it  to  be  removed.  Pump- 
ing from  bay  to  bay  has  had  to  be  resorted  to  Init  the  actual  amount 
of  sludge  removed  from  the  sites  has  been  considerably  less  than 
in  previous  years. 

An  old  pump  well  at  the  disused  King  Street  Lane  Sewage 
Works  has  been  con\erted  in  to  a reception  tank  foi*  cesspool 
contents  prior  to  putting  in  the  sewers  foi*  ti'eatment  at  the  Marsh 
PArm  Sewage  Works.  This  is  working  satisfactoj'ily  and  it  is 
hoped  will  be  the  forerunner  of  other  such  disposal  points.  Notice 
to  quit  the  site  at  Twyford,  consequent  upon  housing  development 
up  to  the  Ijoiindaj'ies  of  this  cesspool  emptying  disposal  site,  has 
been  I'eceived.  An  alternative  foi*  this  site  will  have  to  be  found 
before  March  1960. 

The  amount  of  sewage  tipped  into  the  Wokingham  Borough 
sewers  has  increased  this  summer  in  spite  of  an  effort  to  reduce 
this.  Because  of  the  weather  it  has  not  been  possible  to  use  field 
sites  to  the  same  extent  as  in  previous  years.  However,  it  must 
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be  stated  that  the  disposal  of  crude  sewage  on  land  relatively  near 
housing  development  should  be  a last  resort,  although  the  costs 
of  such  disposal  are  almost  nil.  Not  only  is  main  drainage  the 
right  and  proper  means  of  solving  this  pi*obleni  1 considei-  that 
any  new  proposals  foi*  main  drainage  in  these  parishes  should 
include  facilities  foi*  disposing  of  sewage  from  the  cesspool  emp- 
tier s.

SltAVENGING. 


(a)  COLLECTION. 

The  experimental  collection  from  the  back  doors  of  properties 
in  the  routes  carried  out  by  one  lorry  mentioned  in  last  year’s 
report  has  continued  throughout  the  year.  Although  the  mattei' 
has  been  discussed  on  several  occasions  there  has,  as  yet,  been  no 
increase  in  this  service,  the  majoidty  of  the  district  being  served 
by  a ‘'kerbside ” collection.  The  number  of  domestic  dwellings  has 
increased  rapidly  and  this  has  caused  a certain  amount  of  over- 
time on  the  routes  serving  the  moi-e  inTan  parts  of  the  area. 
Another  S & D diesel  engined  16/18  yard  collecting  ^•ehicle  was 
jmt  into  service  during  the  year  and  the  1950  Moving  Eloor  22 
yard  vehicle  is  now  used  as  a standby  I'esei've  lorry. 

(b)  DISPOSAL. 

For  the  first  time  o^'er  a number  of  years  conditions  at  the 
disposal  tips  became  difficult.  The  heavy  rainfall  during  the 
autumn  made  it  impossible  for  the  tips  to  be  covered  satisfactorily 
immediately  aftej*  tipping.  It  was  found  necessary  to  delay  co'.er- 
ing  until  sections  of  the  tip  had  been  brought  up  to  the  recpiired 
level.  These  were  then  covered  with  soil  and  if  no  ’\'eliicles  tra- 
versed them  conditions  were  reasonable,  otherwise  the  whole  of 
the  area  became  covered  with  mud  and  tipping  was  either  halted 
or  considerably  delayed.  Following  the  first  frosts  it  was  pos- 
sible to  resume  normal  tipping  methods.  T.he  disposal  team 
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includes  one  tipmaii,  two  Bedford  lorries  and  drivers,  one  Inter- 
national Bulldozer  and  driver  and  one  Crawler  loading  Shovel  and 
driver.  It  would  api)ear  with  covering  soil  reasonably  handy  that 
this  disposal  team  should  be  capable  of  handling  all  the  refuse  from 
the  area  for  many  years  to  come  notwithstanding  the  obvious  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  properties  that  will  be  bound  to  occur. 

It  has  been  possible,  in  spite  of  the  weather  during  the  year, 
to  complete  the  drainage  of  the  old  Ham  River  gravel  pits  at 
Woodley.  The  final  outlet  ditch  is  over  16ft.  deep  and  30ft.  wide 
and  has  for  the  most  part  been  made  through  silt.  Further  ditches 
will  have  to  be  dug  but  the  future  of  the  site  is  now  assured  as  no 
tipping  will  have  to  take  place  in  water.

(c)  Salvage  Disposal. 

Conditions  foi'  the  disposal  of  salvage  have  again  been  most 
difficult  and  the  prices  obtainable  most  disappointing.  'The  Council 
have  decided,  in  view  of  these  two  factors,  to  cease  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  salvage  and  the  scheme  is  now  being  wound  down. 
During  the  year  none  of  the  inferior  grades  of  iron  could  be  dis- 
posed of.  The  total  amount  of  salvage  sold  was  137  tons  com- 
pared with  255  tons  in  the  previous  year,  the  value  being  £1,028 
compared  with  £1,886  for  the  i)i‘evious  yeai*.

Subsequent  upon  the  action  of  the  Berkshire  AgricuJtural 
Executive  Committee  to  wind  down  their  contract  service  foi* 
Rodent  Control  at  farms,  a number  of  these  contracts  have  been 
taken  over  by  the  Joint  Rodent  Control  Committee  of  the  Woking- 
ham Borough  and  Rural  District.  It  has  also  been  decided  that 
as  from  1st  April,  1959,  each  of  the  constituent  authorities  of  the 
Joint  Committee  will  administer  their  own  rodent  control  service. 

FOOD  HYGIENE. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  have  continued  their  efforts  dui‘- 
ing  the  past  year  to  impress  upon  all  food  handlers  the  necessity 
for  continued  vigilance  and  care  in  the  observation  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  hygiene. 

During  the  year  many  shops  have  installed  or  increased  their 
refrigeration  counters  and  cabinets  improving  storage  and  preser- 
vation. There  has  been  a steady  improvement  of  equipment  but  on 
several  occasions  it  has  been  necessary  to  call  attention  to  the 
inadequacy  of  dustbins  and  the  method  by  which  refuse  from  these 
premises  is  dealt  with.  The  district  contains  a fairly  high  propor- 
tion of  general  shops  and  the  growing  tendency  to  use  pre-packed 
vegetables  in  these  shops  is  noted  with  satisfaction. 

The  remarks  in  the  Annual  Report  for  last  year  ivith  regaivl 
to  main  drainage  and  food  hygiene  still  apply. 

An  entirely  new  kitchen  block  and  dining  hall  has  been  con- 
structed at  one  school  which  has  transformed  what  was  once  an 
inadequate  canteen  into  the  best  equipped  in  the  ai-ea. 

Stallholders  in  general  have  maintained  the  I'eqiusite  standard 
and  this  was  particularly  evident  during  the  Henley  Regatta  week 
when,  notwithstanding  atrocious  weather  conditions,  every  effort 
was  made  to  comply  fully  with  the  Regulations. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  institute  any  legal  pro- 
ceedings under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.
